(b) To ask Concrcss to make available funds 
the amount to be determined by mutual agreement, 
to the Government of Israel necessary for a ’ 
project for the construction arid stocking of 
the oil reserves to be stored, in Israel, bringing 
storage reserve capacity and reserve stocks now 
standing at approximately six months, up to 
one-year's need at the time of the completion of - 


the project. The project- will be implemented 
within four years. The construction,, operation 
■ and financing and other relevant questions of 
the project will be the subject of early and 
detailed talks between” the tv/o Governments.

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ASSURANCES FROM USG TO ISRAEL 


On the question of military and economic assistance 
Israel, the following conveyed by the U.S.- to' Israel 
wents v;hat the Memorandum of Agreement states.. 

The United States is resolved to continue to main- 
* tain Israel * s -defensive strength through the supply 
of advanced types of equipment, such as the r -16 
aircraft. The United States Government agrees to 
an early meeting to undertake’ a joint study of ^ 
high technology and sophisticated items, including 
the Pershing ground- to-ground missiles with con- 
ventional warheads, .with the view to giving a 
positive response. The U.S. ‘Administration will 
submit annually for approval by the U.S. Congress 
a request for military and economic assistance 
in order to help meet Israel’s economic ana mill—, 
tary needs.
